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Jury Set

HARRISBURG, Pa., Jan. 
26 — -A Navy career man told 
U.S. District Judge R. Dixon 
Herman today that he be- 
lieved ever so strongly, “as the 
old cliche goes, that no one is 
guilty until proven.” 

But the man yyill not serve 
on the 12-memher jury that 
will decide the case of seven 
defendants charged with con- 
spiracy to kidnap presidential 
adviser Henry Kissinger, 
bomb tunnels in Washington 
and raid federal offices. 

He was one of five persons 
dismissed by the judge from 
the shrinking group of pro- 
spective jurors being ques- 
tioned. Thirteen were ques- 
tioned today. Now 57 of the 
original 175 persons called for 
jury duty have been dismissed 
for various reasons. 

On the stand for more than 
45 minutes as the judge, de- 
fense and prosecution attor- 
neys began the examination of 
each prospective juror, the 
navy man in many ways repre- 
sented the difficulties the 
court is expected to encounter 
during the jury selection 
phase. 1 

“I’m a Catholic . . . I’ve 
never known a priest to be-

Three of the defendants are 
Catholic priests — the Rev. 

Philip Berrigan, brought here 
for trial from Danbury federal 
prison, and the Rev. Neil Mc- 
Laughlin and the Rev. Joseph 
Wenderoth, both parish 
priests in Baltimore. 

The spirits of defendants 
and their supporters were 
lifted late today when they 
learned that the Rev. Daniel 
Berrigan is to he paroled and 
that the brothers have been 
nominated for the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

Both Berrigan brothers cur- 
rently are serving federal 
prison terms for their convic- 
tion in 1968 for destroying 
Selective Service records. 

The questioning revealed 
that more than half of the 
persons questioned seldom, or 
never, read newspapers and 
magazines.
